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PBEFACE 


Although  I  have  been  collecting  material  on  the  Downs  Family  for  the  past 
thirty  years  I  did  not  go  into  the  history  of  its  members  in  an  intensive 
way  until  twelve  years  ago.  I  had  hoped  to  have  the  entire  story  before 
presenting  my  notes  for  publication  but,  due  to  the  exigencies  of  the  times 
and  the  distances  involved  in  verification  of  the  missing  material,  I  am 
presenting  my  findings  herewith  in  order  that  the  research  done  may  not 
be  lost. 

Most  important  of  all  is  to  determine  exactly  where  and  when  Henry  Downs 
married  Jane  Douglas  and  the  date  of  their  entry  into  Colonial  Virginia. 
Given  these  two  facts  their  ancestory  can  be  easily  traced.  Also,  I 
would  like  to  find  the  place  and  date  of  the  death  of  each.  Before  the 
story  of  William  Downs  is  coirplete  I  must  know  the  date  his  his  marriage 
to  Phoebe  Hogue,  must  know  her  place  and  date  of  birth  and  death.  As  a 
very  thorough  search  has  been  made  of  Virginia  and  South  Carolina  records 
to  find  those  facts,  one  must  enjoy  a  happy  accident. 

I  the  hope  that  some  can,  in  the  future,  come  upon  what  I  have  not  been 
able  to  find,  a  number  of  blank  pages  are  being  left  at  the  end  of  the 
book  for  future  entries.

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HENRY  DOWNS  OF  ORANGE 


The  story  of  Henry  Downs  and  Jane  Douglas,  his  wife,  is  one  of  n^rstery  aind 
intrigue.  After  220  years  it  is  difficult  to  find  a  satisfactory  answer  to 
all  of  the  intricate  facts  which  his  life  presents,  but  from  the  coldness 
of  deeds,  land  grants,  wills,  court  proceedings,  vestry  books,  colonial 
archives  and  family  Bibles,  one  is  able  to  piece  out  a  life  which  must  have 
been  both  exciting  and  packed  with  accomplishments. 

Just  who  was  this  Henry  Downs  and  from  whence  did  he  come? 

A  write-up  in  the  Spartenburg,  S.  C.  paper  between  1880  and  1890  on  the 
death  of  Mrs.  P.  H.  Brewster  (Phoebe  Downs),  daughter  of  Major  Jonathan 
Downs  and  grandaughter  of  Henry  Downs,  in  speaking  of  the  parents  of  her 
father  and  uncle, Henry  Downs,  Jr.  of  Mecklenburg  County,  N.  C.,  says; 

"Henry  Downs,  formerly  a  captain  in  the  English  Navy,  and  who,  it  is  said, 
married  Jane  Douglas,  a  lineal  descendant  of  the  Douglases  of  Scotland." 

(l)  Mrs.  Flemming  of  Laurens  County,  S.  C.,  stated  to  the  author  in  1954 
that  her  Grandfather  Barksdale  not  only  told  her  but  wrote  it  down  that  his 
grandfather,  Joseph  Downs,  told  him  that  his  father  was  Sir  Henry  Downs  of 
London,  an  architect,  who  went  to  Scotland  to  make  some  repairs  on  Douglas 
Castle,  fell  in  love  with  Lady  Jane,  and  eloped  with  her  to  the  colonies. 

The  family  had  opposed  the  match  as  he  was  merely  a  knight  and  not  a  baronet. 
This  same  Mrs.  Flemming  thought  that  Henry  Downs  settled  first  in  Albemarle 
County,  N,  C.  A  letter  from  Phoebe  Downs  Farley,  dated  1873,  states  that 
Henry  Downs  was  a  British  sea  captain  and  married  Jane  Douglas  in  Scotland. 
Mrs.  Farley  was  a  granddaughter  of  Jonathan  Downs.  (2)  Gen.  W.  M.  Gary,  a 
collateral  descendant  of  the  wife  of  Jonathan  Downs,  Sarah  Gary,  thought 
that  Henry  Downs  was  a  captain  in  the  British  Navy.  Another  source,  not 
recorded,  stated  that  Henry  was  the  son  of  Gen.  Lord  Downs,  inrfiile  still 
another  said  that  he  was  a  son  of  Admiral  Lord  Downs.  "A  Genealogy  of  Part 
of  the  Barksdale  Family",  printed  in  1895,  states  that  Henry  Downs  was  from 
England  going  straight  to  Virginia.  Early  historians  attempted  to  connect 
him  with  one  of  the  Downs  families  in  Maryland  but  as  he  himself  stated 
publicly  May  11,  1742  that  he  was  not  a  former  Marylander,  and  the  Maryland 
families  do  not  show  him  to  have  been  a  member  (3),  the  feeling  that  he 
came  to  America  through  Albemarle  Sound  is  likely  the  true  route.  This 
feeling  is  strengthened  further  by  the  fact  that  many  Scotch  families  immi¬ 
grated  to  that  area  from  1715  to  1760  due  to  the  rebellions  among  the 
highlanders  against  the  House  of  Hanover. 

Although  one  member  of  the  family  claims  to  have  fomd  in  a  reference  book 
in  Canada  that  one  Jane  Douglas  eloped  with  a  commoner,  going  to  the 
colonies  to  live,  and  that  because  of  her  deed  her  name  was  wiped  from 
the  family  records  and  she  was  heard  of  never  more,  the  College  of  Arms 
in  London  made  a  search  for  both  Jane  Douglas  and  Henry  Downs  in  1953  and 
failed  to  find  a  trace  of  them.  The  seal  used  by  Henry  was  a  sheep  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  shepherd  in  short  trousers, long  waistcoat  and  plumed  hat  and 
can  be  found  on  a  document  sealed  in  1742  on  file  in  Orange  County,  Va. 
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This  was  not  only  not  baronial  but,  according  to  the  Garter  King  of  Arms, 
not  registered.  The  Downs  family  in  America  was  granted  the  right  to  bear 
arms,  however,  but  apparently  Henry  Downs  preferred  to  use  his  own.  (4) 

In  the  documents  si^ed  by  Henry  there  is  always  after  his  name  the  qual¬ 
itative  word  "gentleman".  In  Virginia,  as  in  many  of  the  Southern  colonies, 
cast  was  strictly  observed.  When  a  man  signed  an  instrument  there  appeared 
after  his  name  "yoeman"  or  "freedman"  or  "esquire"  or  "gentleman"  as  the 
case  was.  For  Heniy  and  his  children  the  word  "gentleman"  or  "esquire" 
was  used,  denoting  membership  in  the  gentry. 

Whether  Henry  Downs  was  a  member  of  the  nobility,  gentry,  or  even  bourgeoi¬ 
sie,  he  made  his  mark  upon  the  world  in  which  he  lived,  his  children  were 
all  prominent,  married  well,  and  contributed  greatly  to  their  communities. 
His  descendants  down  to  the  present  day  have  tried  to  uphold  the  traditions 
of  pride  and  power  bequeathed  to  them.  If  Jane  Douglas  was  not  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  the  Douglas  Peers,  she  was  certainly  descended  from  one  as  she 
transmitted  to  many  in  the  generations  which  have  followed  her  the  reck¬ 
lessness,  the  quick  temper,  the  high  spirit,  the  sharp  mind,  and  the  abil¬ 
ity  to  organize  and  dominate,  which  are  characteristics  of  that  House. 

The  first  record  of  Henry  Downs  found  so  far  is  that  of  a  grant  of  1,000 
a.  in  Spotsylvania  County,  Va„,  in  172?.  In  that  grant  (5)  he  is  mentioned 
as  being  of  St.  Paul's  Parish  (Kent  County,  Va.).  Henry  was  not  on  the 
1704  rent  roll  of  Virginia  so  evidently  came  at  a  later  date. 

Henry  had  vast  holdings  in  Virginia.  (6)  He  had  land  in  Orange  County, 
then  in  Augusta,  which  had  at  one  time  been  a  part  of  Orange,  just  as 
Orange  had  been  a  part  of  Spotsylvania.  He  was  finally  listed  in  Louisa 
County,  which  was  once  a  part  of  Augusta  County.  What  he  had  in  the  por¬ 
tion  of  New  Kent  County,  which  later  became  Hanover  County,  remains  to  be 
found  (7). 

Henry  served  as  a  King's  Justice  in  Orange  County  (8),  was  made  a  member 
of  the  colonial  militia  as  a  captain  of  the  troop  horses  (9),  and  was  a 
warden  of  St.  Thomas  Church  in  Orange  County  (lO) .  He  had  enemies,  such 
as  John  and  William  DeWitt,  who  informed  a  grand  jury  on  11-27-1740  that 
Henry  had  been  "Sabbath-breaking  by  traveling  with  loaded  horses  to  the 
Sharrendo,"  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  discredit  him  socially,  but  this 
man  was  too  strong  for  such  petty  malice.  (11)  He  continued  throughout 
his  residence  in  Orange  to  be  one  of  the  most  influential  men  of  his  time. 
According  to  one  source  (12)  "On  9-15-1746  the  commissioners,  the  sur¬ 
veyors,  their  aides-de-camp  and  valets-de-chambre,  making  up  a  large 
expeditionary  force,  assembled  at  Henry  Downs'  house,  near  the  Orange 
Courthouse  of  the  day,  and,  proceeding  to  the  source  of  Conway  in  the 
Blue  Ridge,  pushed  on  thence,  ardously  to  the  northwest,  through  primeval 
wilderness.  On  Oct.  22  following  the  surveyors  had  the  satisfaction  of 
running  out  their  line  at  the  marked  trees  which  then  still  stood  to  test¬ 
ify  for  Mayo's  discovery  in  1736  of  the  head  spring  of  the  Potomac."  Upon 
removing  to  Augusta  County  for  residence,  Henry  was  elected  a  King's  Justice 
and  Sheriff.  (I3) 

The  severe  winters  in  Virginia  around  the  1750 's  must  have  determined  Henry, 
along  with  other  Virginians,  to  reside  in  the  Carolinas,  where  his  sons  had 
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gone  previously  (14).  He  had  a  grant  of  400  acres  in  South  Carolina  (15) ^ 
which  is  the  last  in  a  long  series  of  recorded  activities  on  him  with  the 
exception  of  a  controversial  listing  in  Georgia  (l6).  There  is  no  date 
of  his  death  yet  proven^  nor  place  of  burial,  although  the  Downs  cemetery 
in  Laurens  County  might  be  considered  the  most  favored  location. 

Henry  married  Jane  Douglas  (l?).  She  was  not  with  him  in  Augusta  County, 
insofar  as  has  been  ascertained,  nor  in  Louisa  County.  From  the  ages  of 
their  children,  it  woiLLd  seem  reasonable  to  conclude  that  Jane  died  in 
Orange  County  and  that  Henry  married  again,  part  of  his  children  being 
those  of  a  second  wife.  There  is  a  document  on  record  to  show  that  he  was 
in  Georgia  in  the  1760’s  with  a  wife  and  young  children,  if  there  were  not 
two  Henry's.  Not  enough  material  has  been  gathered  to  separate  the  two. 

It  would  not  seem  reasonable  that  Jane  Douglas  would  have  a  son  in  1728 
and  other  children  over  thirty  years  later.  This  would,  of  course,  be  pos¬ 
sible  for  Henry.  He  did  have  children  with  the  same  names  as  his  grand¬ 
children,  particularly  those  children  of  Jonathan  who  lived  in  Laurens 
County,  almost  one  with  Georgia,  and  it  might  be  that  confusion  exists  be¬ 
tween  those  two  generations  of  the  family. 

As  listed  so  far,  the  children  of  Henry  Downs  and  Jane  Douglas  were  Henry, 
Jr.  (m.  Frances  Chew);  William  (m.  Phoebe  Hogg);  Richard  (d.s.p.);  Joshua 
(d.s.p.,  went  west  on  a  hunting  expedition  and  was  killed  by  the  Indians); 
Joseph  (m.  Jane  Alexander);  Jonathan  (m.  Sarah  Gary);  George  (m.  Frances 
Anderson);  Ambrose  (m.  Sybil  Perkins);  Elizabeth  (m.  a  Watts  of  Virginia); 
Eleanor  (m.  a  Crittendon  of  Virginia). 

Whatever  Henry's  antecedents,  his  accoirplishment s  were  stupendous. 
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HENRY  DOWNS  DOCUMENTATION 


(1)  Excerpt  from  Spartanburg  (?),  S.  C.  paper,  probably  1880-1890:  "Death 
of  Mrs.  P.  H.  Brewster ... "This  estimable  lady  died  at  Cedar  Springs  in 
Spartanburg  County  on  last  Monday  at  the  frosty  age  of  94  years.  She 
was  one  of  the  oldest  persons  in  the  State.  Mrs.  Brewster  was  the 
sister  of  Col.  ¥m.  F.  Downs,  and  daughter  of  Ma j .  Jonathan  Downs,  one 
of  the  earliest  settlers  of  Laurens  County,  and  first  County  Court 
Judge,  and  one  of  the  heroes  of  the  Revolution,  who,  it  was  said,  gave 
the  name  of  'Laurens'  to  the  county  -  in  honor  of  Col.  Laurens,  whom 
he  had  intimately  known.  Henry  Downs,  one  of  the  signers  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Declaration,  was  a  brother  of  her  father,  Jonathan  Downs. 
They  were  sons  of  Henry  Downs,  formerly  a  Captain  in  the  English  Navy, 
and  who,  it  is  said,  married  Jane  Douglas,  a  lineal  descendant  of  the 
Douglases  of  Scotland.  Her  mother  was  a  Gary,  of  the  same  stock  from 
which  Gen.  M.  W.  Gary  sprang.  Mrs.  Brewster  has  only  two  living  chil¬ 
dren,  Col.  Brewster  of  the  Historical  and  Statistical  Bureau  of  Texas, 
and  Mrs.  Hughston,  of  Cedar  Springs.  Although  none  of  her  own  name 
(either  Downs  or  Brewster)  remain  in  this  State,  she  has  many  friends 
in  Laurens  and  elsewhere,  who  will  read  the  notice  of  her  death  with 
great  interest.  Among  her  relatives  are  the  Barksdales  and  Byrds  of 
Laurens,  the  Farleys  of  Spartanburg,  and  many  others  who  are  living  in 
different  States  from  South  Carolina  to  Texas." 

(2)  Copy  of  letter  from  Phoebe  Downs  Farley,  dated  "Fairforest,  near 
Spartanburg,  C.  H.,  South  Carolina,  July,  1873,  to  Lyman  C.  Draper: 

"I  received  your  letter  written  8  of  July.  In  reply  I  thank  you  for 
the  book  and  papers.  I  am  sorry  I  can  tell  you  nothing  of  Gen. 

Sumter  or  Col.  Patrick  McGriff .  Outside  of  history  I  recollect  little 
or  nothing  of  that.  Since  I  was  ill  in  bed  at  the  time,  the  letter 
was  mislaid  and  I  concluded  to  postpone  writing  until  I  could  procure 
it.  I  was  compelled  to  be  absent  from  home  the  greater  part  of  last 
winter  and  could  not  give  it  the  necessary  attention.  My  daughter's 
health,  with  whom  I  was  staying,  required  my  undivided  time.  My  own 
health  has  been  infirm  since  I  returned  and  found  and  read  your  letter. 
I  am  thankful  that  I  am  well  enough  now  to  answer  and  reply  to  some  of 
your  inquiries  respecting  ny  grandfather  Ma j .  Jonathan  Downs.  His 
daughter  and  only  remaining  child  is  living  in  this  town,  Spartanburg. 
She  is  eighty  two  or  three.  Her  mind  is  little  impaired  and  from  her 
I  have  received  some  information.  In  some  things  I  think  she  is  cor¬ 
rect,  in  others  I  have  ny  doubts.  I  will  tell  you  what  she  remembers 
and  hereafter  if  I  find  out  anything  more  correct  I  will  write  you. 

I  was  under  the  impression  that  grandpa  never  fought  another  battle 
after  the  celebrated  ring  fight  in  which  he  was  wounded  in  the  bowels 
and  died  years  afterward  with  the  balls  in  his  body.  He  fought  with 
Gen.  Pickens,  surrounded  by  Indians  and  tories.  I  have  heard  my  own 
father  say  (who  was  Col.  William  Fayette  Downs)  that  Gen.  Pickens  was 
often  heard  to  say  that  that  was  the  hardest  fought  battle  he  was  in 
during  the  war.  I  will  relate  two  incidents  that  occurred.  I  have 
had  an  extraordinary  memory,  but  many  sorrows  and  approaching  old 
age,  I  am  now  6l,  has  impaired  it  to  some  degree. 
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I  think  it  was  the  day  before  this  battle^  the  officers  were  at  dinner. 
They  had  placed  their  scouts  in  all  eligible  positions  for  gaining  in¬ 
formation  or  seeing  the  approaching  eneny.  One  of  the  scouts  unfortun¬ 
ately  stuttered.  When  they  were  about  half  done  dining  this  indentical 
scout  rushed  in,  consternation  and  agony  painted  on  his  face.  Lo,  he 
could  utter  no  sylable.  He  made  several  efforts  to  speak  and  seemed 
as  if  he  would  faint  when  suddenly  my  grandfather  roared  out,  "Sing  it", 
and  the  scout  burst  out  in  loud  song  "The  tories  are  a' coming,  the 
tories  are  a’ coming."  And  you  know  stutters  can  sing  without  stutter¬ 
ing  when  they  can  not  speak  without  stuttering.  I  doubted  this  until 
I  saw  it  exemplified  in  a  beautiful  and  accomplished  lady  who  sings 
delightfiilly,  yet  has  this  impediment  of  speech.  This  circumstance 
certainly  occurred.  It  may  not  have  been  before  this  battle,  but  I 
am  almost  certain  it  was. 

The  other  incident  was  this.  When  this  fight  was  at  the  hottest,  when 
the  war  whoop  of  the  Indian  mingled  with  the  shouts  of  whig  and  torey, 
my  noble  grandfather  was  lying  with  his  back  against  a  log  holding  his 
wounded  bowels  with  one  arm,  yet  commanding  his  men,  when  he  discovered 
a  few  steps  from  him  a  white  whig  fighting  with  an  Indian.  The  Indian 
was  about  to  get  the  best  of  the  fight  idien  iry  grandfather  shouted  out 
"Gouge  him,  Allison,  gouge  him."  The  white  man  followed  the  advice 
instantly,  when  the  Indian  roared  and  dropped  his  tomahawk.  Allison 
sprang  forward,  seized  it  and  killed  the  Indian  with  it . 

My  aunt  says  that  my  grandfather  fought  a  battle  at  "Lindly's  Fort" 
on  Rabom  Creek,  Laurens  Co.;  that  he  commanded  a  force  of  about  twD 
hundred  against  the  tories  and  Indians  killing  and  dispersing  the 
whole  force.  Next  was  the  siege  of  "96".  Next  was  Hat's  defeat.  He 
just  happened  to  be  there;  had  none  of  his  forces  with  him.  After  the 
whigs  surrendered  there  to  Bloody  Bill  Cunningham,  who  commanded  the 
tories,  they  formed  a  ring  and  in  it  placed  a  number  of  prominent 
whigs  -  my  maternal  grandfather,  Capt.  Louis  Saxon,  Samuel  Saxon,  Yancy 
Saxon  and  iry  grandfather  Jonathan  Downs,  the  Irbys  and  Williamses  and 
others  I  can't  recollect.  A  proclamation  was  made  that  if  any  tory  had 
a  friend  in  the  ring  he  was  permitted  to  take  him  out;  if  not,  he  must 
die  -  not  shot  like  a  soldier,  but  hung.  My  grandfather  Downs  was 
taken  out  by  a  tory  called  Hellams;  grandfather  Saxon  by  a  Mr.  Wood; 
Samuel  Saxon  by  one  of  his  own  slaves  who  had  fled  from  his  master  the 
night  before  the  fight,  taking  with  him  a  splendid  horse  of  his 
master's,  his  saddle,  bridle  and  pistols,  and  joined  the  tories. 

Samuel  Saxon  was  heard  to  say  that  he  never  in  all  his  life  before  or 
after  felt  grander  or  happier  than  when  walking  by  his  own  negro  who 
was  mounted  on  his  own  horse  out  of  this  fatal  ring.  Yancy  Saxon  was 
hung;  one  of  the  Irbys  and  one  of  the  Williamses,  and  any  others  I 
forget  who  they  were.  My  grandfather,  Maj.  Jonathan  Downs,  was  bom 
in  Orange  in  1732,  and  died  November  19,  1800,  aged  68.  His  father, 
from  Virginia,  and  ny  great-grandfather,  was  a  British  sea  captain 
and  married  Jane  Douglas,  of  Edinburg,  Scotland.  He  was  the  father 
of  eight  sons  and  two  daughters.  Just  here  I'll  say  that  the  Legis¬ 
lature,  then  sitting  in  Charleston,  of  which  he  was  a  member,  named 
Laurens  County  after  Maj.  Downs,  but  as  he  objected  to  that,  he  was 
asked  to  name  it  himself,  and  he  named  it  for  his  especial  friend. 

Col.  Laurens." 
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(The  letter  here  reproduced  is  genuine,  and  copied  verbatim  from  the 
original  now  in  the  possession  of  one  of  her  descendants  in  South 
Carolina. -Leon  Hollingsworth.) 

"Mecklenburg  Signers  and  Their  Neighbors,"  by  S.  Worth  Ray,  page  375, 
Dr.  J.  B.  Alexander  stated  that  Henry  Downs  died  10-8-1798  at  the  age 
of  70  and  that  he  was  born  in  Orange.  He  is  referring  here  to  Henry 
Downs,  Jr.,  who  was  the  signer.  The  names  of  Henry  Downs  and  Henry 
Downs,  Jr.,  both  appear  in  Virginia  Records,  especially  in  the  volum¬ 
inous  pages  of  Chalkley’s  "Abstracts  and  Records  in  Augusta  County, 

Va.  Henry  Downs  and  Henry  Downs,  Jr.  can  be  easily  separated  by  com¬ 
paring  their  signatures  on  documents.

Miss  Elizabeth  Showacre,  Baltimore  genealogist,  stated  in  a  letter 
3-8-1955  that  there  were  two  Henry  Downs  in  Maryland  before  1700. 

Henry  Downs  of  Kent  County  and  his  descendants  never  left  that  area, 
living  and  dying  there.  Henry  Downs  of  Kent,  Cecil,  Prince  George 
and  Talbot  Counties  married  a  woman  named  Bridget  and  all  of  their 
children  are  accounted  for. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Painter,  2318  Prospect,  Houston,  Texas,  stated  in  1955 
that  her  old  family  Bible  handed  down  from  colonial  days,  kept  in  her 
possession,  shows  "Henry  Downs,  son  of  Henry,  b.  May  15,  1747.  Married 

to  Margaret  Maynard  Oct.  20,  1768.  She  was  bom  May  7,  1752."  Mrs. 

Painter  stated  that  she  could  account  for  a].l  of  the  descendants  of 
her  ancestor.  (Dates  and  names  of  wives  also  negate  any  connection 
between  the  Maryland  families  and  the  Downs  of  Orange.)

F.  B.  Kegley,  The  Southwest  Virginia  Historical  Society, 
Roanoke,  1938,  pages  131,  132  -  "Cowpasture  and  Bullpasture 
were  settlements  well  established  in  1751  and  1752  (on  James 
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and  Roanoke  Rivers) ... .after  Braddock's  defeat  practically 
all  of  these  people  led  by  their  pastor.  Rev.  Alexander 
Craighead,  moved  to  North  Carolina  in  the  bounds  of  present 
Mecklenburg  County...  The  Greenbriar  Company  got  100,000 
acres  on  the  Greenbriar  River  and  the  settlement  was  aban¬ 
doned  in  1755.  In  1769  when  John  Stuart  went  there  to  settle 
it  was  uninhabited.  No  surveys  are  reported  for  Henry  Downs' 
grant  for  50,000  acres." 

On  page  187  of  the  same  book,  Henry  Downs  bought  powder  and 
lead  from  the  estate  of  Daniel  Monohon  in  17AG. 

"The  Planters  of  Colonial  Virginia"  by  Thomas  Jefferson  Wertenbaker, 
Princeton  University  Press,  Princeton,  N.  J.  &  London,  Hunphrey 
Miford,  Oxford  University  Press,  1922,  in  discussing  the  headright 
grant  of  50  acres  per  person  and  the  effect  on  the  yeoman  of  the 
importation  of  slaves  and  the  rise  of  the  great  plantations,  states 
that  in  1690  Randolph  wrote  the  Board  of  Trade  in  London  stating  that 
in  the  future  no  grants  of  more  than  500  acres  would  be  made.  Page 
145 ,  line  7 : 

"In  1728  Governor  Gooch  wrote  the  Board  of  Trade  that  the 
former  belief  that  large  holdings  of  frontier  land  had  been 
an  impediment  to  settlement  w^as  entirely  erroneous.  It  was 
his  opinion,  in  fact,  that  extensive  grants  made  it  to  the 
interest  of  the  owners  to  bring  in  settlers  and  so  populate 
the  country.  In  confirmation  of  this  he  pointed  to  the  fact 
that  Spotsylvania  County,  where  many  large  patents  had  been 
issued,  had  filled  up  more  rapidly  than  Brunswick,  where  they 
had  been  restricted  in  size." 

According  to  VJertenbaker  only  22  persons  in  Spotsylvania  County  had 
grants  over  500  acres.  One  of  them  was  Henry  Downs.  Page  154^  line 
11: 

"In  the  years  from  1722  to  1729  Spotsylvania  was  a  new 
coionty,  just  opened  to  settlers,  and  a  large  part  of  its 
area  had  been  granted  in  large  tracts  to  wealthy  patentees. 

Yet  the  deed  book  for  these  years  shows  that  it  was  actu¬ 
ally  settled,  not  by  these  men  themselves,  but  by  a  large 
number  of  poor  planters.  Of  the  197  transfers  of  land  re¬ 
corded,  44  were  for  100  acres  or  less  and  110  for  300  acres 
or  less.  The  average  deed  was  for  4^7  acres.  As  some  of 
the  transfers  were  obviously  made  for  speculative  purposes 
and  not  with  the  intent  of  putting  the  land  under  cultiva¬ 
tion,  even  this  figure  is  misleading.  The  average  farm 
during  the  period  was  probably  not  in  excess  of  400  acres. 

One  of  the  most  extensive  dealers  in  land  in  Spotsylvania 
was  Larkin  Chew  who  secured  a  patait  for  a  large  tract  and 
later  broke  it  up  into  many  small  holdings  which  were  sold 
to  new  settlers." 

Henry  Downs  did  not  dispose  of  his  land  until  after  1742.  Then  he  gave 
200  acres  to  each  of  his  daughters  and  his  oldest  son  before  taking  up 
his  grants  in  Augusta  and  Louisa  Counties.  (See  Orange  County,  Virgin¬ 
ia  deed  book  12,  pages  3^4,  385,  386  and  387  for  deed  which  lists 
Henry  Downs,  shows  signatures  of  his  children,  Elizabeth  Downs  Watts, 
and  William  Downs,  signature  of  Henry  Downs  and  his  personal  seal. 

This  deed  was  signed  in  1757.)  He  made  one  deed  to  a  man  named  Pelham 
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in  1736,  and  deeded  land  in  Orange  to  Chew  in  1745. 

(7)  Kent  County,  Va.  is  listed  as  New  Kent  and  is  southeast  of  Orange 
toward  Albemarle  Sound.  That  gives  basis  for  the  feeling  that  Henry 
Downs  came  into  Virginia  from  Albemarle  Sound.

Bockman,  "Orange  County,  Va.  Families"  lists  Captain  Downs  as  a  tith- 
able  of  Philip  Bush's  precinct  in  November,  1749^  with  6  tithables. 

He  was  listed  in  the  precinct  of  Robert  Deering  in  1754  with  6  tith¬ 
ables.  On  page  30  he  is  listed  as  a  member  of  the  first  grand  jury 
of  Orange  County  after  its  separation  from  Spotsylvania;  on  page  36; 
on  page  36  he  shows  as  appointed  to  set  a  place  for  the  court  to  meet. 

(9)  The  Knights  of  the  Golden  Horseshoe  was  an  order  of  the  gentry  in 
Virginia  v^ich  dated  from  1714-  W.  E.  Bockman,  "Orange  County,

As  Henry  Downs,  Jr.,  was 
only  13  years  of  age  at  the  time,  this  captaincy  was  held  by  Henry 
Downs,  Sr.  Henry,  Jr.  was  a  captain  later  in  August  County.  A  second 
instance  where  Henry,  Sr.  and  Henry,  Jr.  have  been  confused  is  over 
the  signing  of  the  Mecklenburg  Declaration  of  Independence.  The  will 
of  Henry,  Jr,,  filed  in  1798  in  North  Carolina  has  his  signature 
written  very  plainly  and,  when  compared  to  the  signature  on  the 
Mecklenburg  paper  shows  without  doubt  that  it  is  the  same.  (Chew  was 

a  colonel  in  the  troop  with  Downs  in  1741.)

Downs  bought  a  lot  in  Fredericksburg,  Va.  from  John  Walker,  Jr.  At 
that  time  Henry  vias  of  St.  Mark's  Parish  in  Orange  County.  The  lot 
was  numbered  56  and  a  deed  dated  in  1744  carries  Henry  Downs'  own 
seal.

Henry  was  not  avoiding  a  personal  suit 
by  his  absence,  but  the  custom  at  the  time  was  to  declare  anyone  not 
appearing  in  court  when  ordered  as  a  "runaway".  At  the  same  time 
the  Augusta  County  "runaway"  listing  appeared.  The  attachment  shows 
that  Henry  Downs  had  named  John  Madison  as  his  power-of-attomey 
while  he  was  absent  from  the  county  and  that  Madison  had  forgotten 
to  pay  a  bill  Downs  owed.  The  suit  was  a  normal  one,  allowing 
Madison  to  sell  some  of  the  property  to  pay  the  bill  in  question. 
Again  Henry  was  listed  because  he  did  not  appear  in  court  in  person, 
although  Madison  admitted  in  the  court  he  was  responsible  for  the 
delay  in  the  payment  and  not  Henry  Downs.

The  1825  map  of  Abbeville  District  by  Robert  Mills  shows  Sawney  Creek 
to  be  a  tributary  of  Little  River,  Abbeville  County.  Sawney  Creek 
rises  near  the  present  town  of  Calhoun  Falls,  S.  C.,  and  flows  on  into 
the  Savannah  River.  The  Granville  District  was  once  the  Old  96,  and 
is  now  composed  of  Laurens  County,  Abbeville  County,  etc.  At  no  place 
do  the  creeks  mentioned  in  the  grants  of  the  Downs  run  more  than  sioc 
miles  from  the  Savannah  River.  This  territory  was  proven  malarial  and 
the  families  first  there  moved  across  the  river  (Savannah)  to  higher 
ground,  that  being  then  a  part  of  South  Carolina,  also.  No  one  is, 
therefore,  sure  just  what  counties  composed  the  Old  96,  or  Granville, 
District. 

According  to  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  State  of  South  Carolina, 
dated  Feb.  8,  1954^  Henry  Downs  had  four  grants  in  South  Carolina, 

(16)  Henry  Downs  was  on  a  deed  with  Richard  Downs  April  28,  1765,  in  South 
Carolina.  Richard  Downs,  one  of  the  richest  merchants  in  Charleston, 
went  to  England  during  the  Revolution  and  never  returned.  His  estate 
"loaned"  50,000  poimds  to  the  South  Carolina  forces  during  the  war, 
which  gave  rise  to  the  story  that  such  an  amount  was  loaned  by  Jane 
Douglas  Downs,  and  that  story,  taken  from  a  DAR  book  many  years  ago, 
has  never  been  proven. 

Colonial  Records  of  Georgia  carries  the  petition  from  Henry  Downs  in 
1764  which  stated  that  he,  his  wife  and  two  children  were  given  a 
grant  upon  their  arrival  in  the  colony  Dec.  7,  1762,  this  grant  be¬ 
ing  along  the  Savannah  River.  He  asked  that  the  land  be  surveyed  out 
and  that  the  trouble  with  the  Indians,  which  had  kept  the  surveyors  away 
as  well  as  the  settlers,  be  settled.  At  that  timn  he  stated  that  he 
was  in  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's,  about  twelve  miles  above  Augusta. 

This  grant  was  signed  Oct.  7,  1768.  If  this  was  our  Henry,  he  must 
have  married  the  second  time  as  it  would  be  too  unlikely  that  a  woman 
who  had  a  child  in  1728  woiild  have  young  children  in  1762.

So  far,  no  exact  date  for  his  death  has  been  established,  nor  the  loc¬ 
ation  of  his  grave.  The  Downs  were  supposed  to  have  been  buried  at 
Huntsville,  and  there  is  an  old  Huntsville  Church  and  graveyard  in 
the  east  section  of  Laurens  County,  but  no  Downs  graves  were  to  be 
found  there,  according  to  Jack  Davis,  Old  Milton  Road,  Clinton,  S.  C., 
who  owns  the  property  (1954).  There  are,  however,  many  unmarked  graves 
there.  Two  big  earthquakes  (1790' s  and  1880' s)  destroyed  many  markers 
in  the  Carolinas  along  with  the  Revolution  and  tropical  storms  and 
time.  In  a  letter  dated  10-26-1954  Thomas  Wier  Davis,  108  Hampton  Ave. 
Clinton,  S.  C.,  stated  that  the  senior  Downs  never  came  to  South  Caro¬ 
lina  in  his  opinion,  but  that  the  Granville  referred  to  must  be  North 
Carolina,  that  the  Downs  settled  first  in  Maryland,  then  Virginia,  then 
North  Carolina,  then  South  Carolina,  that  Jonathan  Downs,  one  of  the 
sons,  settled  on  Rabon  Creek,  Laurens  County  and  his  home  was  known  as 
"Bluff  Rabum" ,  Mr.  Davis  is  wrong  on  his  idea  that  Granville  for 
Henry,  Sr.,  was  in  North  Carolina,  as  that  is  proven  by  the  grants  on 
record  in  South  Carolina.  There  is  a  Downs  cemetery  in  Laurens  County, 
S.  C.,  about  six  miles  from  Laurens  on  the  Princeton  Road,  right  side, 
a  short  distance  before  one  reaches  Lick  Creek,  according  to  informa¬ 
tion  sent  by  the  secretary  of  J.  Hewlett e  Wasson,  judge  of  the  pro¬ 
bate  court  of  Laurance  County,  S.  C.,  who  visited  the  spot  May  31, 

1954.  There  are  headstones  for  "Jane  Downs,  Consort  of  Joseph  Downs, 
who  died  Feb.  7,  1832,  age  83  years"  and  "Joseph  Downs,  who  died 
Dec.  21,  1^8,  age  81  years"  and  "William  F.  Downs,  who  was  born  the 
10th  of  January,  1787  and  died  the  15th  of  September,  1847"  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  other  broken  and  illegible  headstones. 

Letters  to  the  Ordinaries  of  Oglethorpe  County,  Elberton  County,  Ga. 
failed  to  produce  any  records  of  Downs  deaths  or  marriages.  (Lexing¬ 
ton  is  the  county  seat  of  Oglethorpe.) 

There  is  a  listing  of  the  wills  and  deeds  of  Abbeville,  S.  C.  but 
Henry  Downs,  Sr.  was  not  among  them,  according  to  the  ordinary  in 

1955.

(Henry  Douglas  Downs,  Jane  Douglas  Downs)  indicate  that  Henry  Down's 
wife  was  Jane  Douglas,  although  her  surname  is  not  stated  in  any  doc¬ 
ument  other  than  death  notices  of  Mrs.  Brewster.  Deed  Book  2, 

Augusta  County,  Va.,  page  68,  Aug.  20,  1748,  states  that  "Henry  Downs, 
Gentleman  and  Jane,  his  wife"  deeded  acreage  on  the  Shenandoah,  as 
before  mentioned. 

Who  the  parents  of  Jane  Douglas  were  is  yet  to  be  determined.  W.  G. 
Stanard,  "Some  Emmigrants  to  Virginia"  page  31,  states  that  Jane  Downe 
was  in  Virginia  in  1653,  and  that  she  was  the  niece  of  Nicholas  Downe, 
Esquire,  of  London  and  probably  the  daughter  of  George  Downe,  or 
Downes,  of  Elizabeth  City  County,  Va.  Reference  is  V.  M.XXII,  26. 

.  James  Douglas  was  in  Prince  William  County,  Va.  This  same  book  says 
that  Hayden's  Genealogy  states:  James  Douglas,  London,  d.  in  1724, 
was  of  Prince  William  County,  the  son  of  James  Campbell  Douglas  of 
Mains,  Scotland,  and  was  brother  of  Margaret  (who  died  in  1774),  vdio 
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married  the  Duke  of  Douglas.  Rebecca  Wallace  m.  in  1715  James  Campbell 
Douglas  of  Mains,  second  son  of  Colin  Campbell  of  Blythswood,  and 
grandson  of  John  Campbell  of  Woodside,  and  his  wife,  Mary  Douglas.  He 
was  12th  in  descent  from  James  Douglas,  grandson  of  William,  7th  Lord 
Douglas.  Nicholas,  5th  son  of  James,  m.  in  1373  Janet,  daughter  and 
co-heir  of  Galbreth  of  Gartconnel  and  got  with  him  the  lands  of  Mains 
and  was  ancestor  of  the  family  of  Mains.  James  Campbell  Douglas  suc¬ 
ceeded  to  Mains  in  1705,  being  heir  of  entail  to  grandfather,  John 
Douglas  of  Ferguston  and  Mains. 

Burke’s  "Gentry"  says  that  Mary  Douglas,  12th  Lady  Mains,  m.  John 
Campbell  of  Woodside,  3rd  son  of  Colin  Campbell  of  Blythewood,  and  had, 
with  other  issue,  a  son,  James,  who  was  the  father  of  Margaret,  Duchess 
of  Douglas. 

In  answer  to  a  request  for  information  regarding  Henry  Downs  and  Jane 
Douglas,  the  College  of  Arms,  London,  had  no  record  of  them  in  any 
way.  This  search  was  made  during  the  coronation  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
and  was  certainly  poorly  done  as  the  many  records  of  Henry  Downs  in 
colonial  grants  should  have  been  in  the  London  files.  The  Garter  King 
of  Arms  stated  that  the  seal  of  Henry  was  not  baronial,  which  ^vas 
known  beforehand. 

The  Lord  Lyon  King  of  Arms,  Court  of  the  Lord  Lyon,  H.  M.  Register 
House,  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  gave  a  reference  to  Scots  Ancestry  Research 
Society  for  hiring  a  private  researcher.  That  society  may  be  reached 
at  4a  North  St.  David  Street,  Edinburgh  2,  Scotland.  A  registration 
fee  of  $3  is  charged  with  research  before  1885  and  registration  of  $2 
for  research  after  that  date.  Normal  research  is  around  $30  for  one 
line  only.  A  registration  fee  is  payable  for  each  line  and  is  not  re¬ 
turnable  . 

Douglas  is  the  family  name  of  the  Earls  of  Morton,  Angus  and  Mar,  Home, 
Moray,  and  Athol,  the  Dukes  of  Douglas  and  of  Queensbury,  the  Barons 
of  West  Calder,  Douglas  of  Borg,  Douglas  of  Drumlanrig,  Douglas  of 
Cavers  (sheriff  of  Roxbrough),  Douglas  of  Mains. 

Sir  James  Douglas  was  knighted  by  Sir  David  Barclay,  according  to 
"The  Douglas  Book"  by  Sir  William  Fraser. 

A  Douglas  married  Agnes  Barclay,  daughter  of  David  Barclay  of  Mathers. - 
Burke ' s . 

William  Douglas  wrote  "Annie  Laurie"  to  Ann,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert 
Laurie  of  Maxwelton,  while  he  was  in  the  navy.  She  married  someone 
else  while  he  was  gone.

WILLIAM  DOWNS  OF  WILKES 


William  Downs  was  bom  in  Orange  County,  Virginia  in  1730  (l).  He  was  the 
son  of  Henry  Downs  and  his  wife,  Jane  Douglas  (2).  His  father  was  one  of 
the  large  planters  of  Virginia,  having  grants  totaling  3,lk2  acres  in  Orange 
and  Augusta  Counties,  50,000  acres  in  Greenbriar  District,  N.  C.,  and  two 
grants  in  South  Carolina  (3).  As  William  came  from  the  landed  Gentry  (4), 
it  must  be  assumed  that  he  lived  the  gay  and  pampered  life  of  his  time. 

That,  like  most  members  of  his  class,  he  could  become  serious,  efficient  and 
industrious  when  the  occasion  so  demanded,  is  proven  by  his  military  and 
financial  activities  in  his  later  life. 

Like  his  father,  Henry,  Senior,  and  his  brother,  Henry,  Junior,  William  went 
back  and  forth  from  Orange  County  to  Augusta  County  during  his  younger  days. 

He  is  listed  as  a  resident  of  Augusta  County  in  November  of  1747  when  he  had 
a  200  acre  grant  patented  (5).  In  1757  he  was  listed  in  a  deed  as  residing 
in  Orange  County,  but  he  was  listed  for  several  years  thereafter  as  owning 
land  in  Augusta  County  (6) .  William  went  to  South  Carolina  in  1758  (7)  and 
remained  in  the  southern  part  of  the  country  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

From  the  deeds,  grants  and  transfers,  we  find  that  William  went  first  to 
South  Carolina,  then  to  Anson  County,  N.  C.,  thence  to  Berkeley  County,  South 
Carolina,  and,  finally,  to  Wilkes  County,  Georgia.  He  had  grants  on  the 
Broad  and  Saluda  Rivers,  which  are  tributaries  to  the  Savannah  River,  and,  as 
did  so  many  of  the  planters,  went  back  and  forth  between  the  two  states,  then 
having  a  flexible  line.  (7).  He  lived  in  Charleston  for  awhile  (8)  (19)  and 
joined  the  Colonial  Arn^r  (9)  as  an  adjutant  colonel  of  the  Second  South 
Carolina  Regiment.  When  his  term  of  enlistment  was  over,  he  gave  the  commis¬ 
sion  to  his  brother,  Joseph,  and  went  to  Wilkes  Comty,  Georgia.  In  Wilkes 
County  he  participated  in  the  Battle  of  Kettle  Creek  (10)  and  helped  guard 
the  frontier  against  the  British  (11). 

After  the  war  he  set  about  building  his  community.  He  participated  in  the 
local  affairs  of  the  State,  (12)  being  commissioned  to  purchase  supplies 
for  the  local  armed  forces  (13 )i  taking  part  in  the  defense  of  the  new  State 

(14) ,  being  a  large  landowner,  and,  finally,  engaging  in  a  gigantic  land  de¬ 
velopment  project  as  one  of  its  heaviest  stockholders  and  chief  surveyor 

(15) .  He  died  in  Clarksville,  Tenn.,  Jan.  12,  1802,  having  gone  to  Tennessee 
with  John  Sevier  to  survey  the  bend  of  the  Tennessee  River,  which  was  includ¬ 
ed  in  his  Tennessee  Land  Co.  option. 

The  military  career  of  William  Downs  was  begun  in  the  Colonial  Army,  as  he 
enlisted  in  the  Second  South  Carolina  Regiment,  a  unit  of  the  Colonial  Arny, 
and  was  given  his  commission  in  1775.  He  was  carried  as  an  adjutant  of  that 
regiment.  In  1886  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina  had  a  list  of  offi¬ 
cers.  of  colonial  times  prepared  by  General  Wilmot  DeSannsure,  President 
Publishing  House,  Columbia,  S.  C.,  viiich  stated  on  Page  7  that  William  Downs 
was  an  officer  of  the  Second  Regiment  and  that  this  was  a  unit  of  the  Colonial 
Army.  This  book  also  states  that  Downs  was  in  command  of  the  regiment  from 
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Jan.,  1775  to  October,  177B.  Dowis  is  listed  in  the  journals  of  the  Provin¬ 
cial  Congress  as  a  charter  member  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  of  South 
Carolina  and  his  name  appears  on  page  3  of  the  original  group  in  Charleston, 
S.  C.  That  book  is  to  be  found  in  the  South  Carolina  Archives  in  Columbia, 

S.  C. 


William  Downs  was  never  married  but  once  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained.  He 
married  Phoebe  Hogue  (Hogg,  Hague)  (l6)  but  where  and  when  is  as  yet  un¬ 
known.  She  was  living  in  1773  (7)  but  evidently  died  between  that  time  and 
1775,  as  he  was  a  single  man  in  1775  (18) •  Children  born  of  this  union  were 
Henry  (m.  a  Harper),  Jonathan,  Joseph,  Hiram,  William,  George,  Jane  (m.  William 
Caldwell  Jamison),  Elizabeth  (m.  a  Horton),  Polly  (or  Mary,  m.  a  Griffin), 

Sarah  (m.  her  first  cousin,  William,  son  of  Henry  Downs,  Jr.)  and  Zilpah,  or 
Zilla  Ann,  (m.  an  Alston).  (17) 
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muj.m  DOWNS,  documentation

This  was  signed  by  William  Downs,  then  in  Orange  County  -vdiere 
deed  was  filed,  Thomas  Chew,  Elizabeth  Watts,  Alice  Chew,  Townsend 
Robinson,  and  a  yeoman  who  had  to  make  an  "x"  for  his  mark.

IO-I5-I754.  South  Carolina  Archives:  deed  of  10-30-1764  states  that 
William  Downs  of  Berkeley  County,  S.  C.  sold  to  Henry  Downs  of  Mecklen- 
•  biirg  County,  N.  C.  300  a.  on  the  west  side  of  Little  River  for  100  lb., 
land  originally  patented  to  Robert  Mills  11-22-1746.  William  Downs 
witnessed  a  will  in  Virginia  12-29-1754.  He  went  on  the  bond  of  Andrew 
Presslar  in  Anson  County,  Va.  5-14-1757  and  made  a  deed  of  sale  in  Anson 
County,  Va.  in  1757* 
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(7)  Page  553,  Book  00,  South  Carolina  Records,  states  William  Downs  appoint¬ 
ed  deputy  surveyor  April  19,  1771. 

South  Carolina  Archives  lists  William  Downs  as  receiving  grants  on 
Beaverdam  Creek,  Cherokee  Creek  of  Broad  River,  Hanging  Rock,  Junping 
Run  of  Wateree  River  -  all  along  the  tributaries  of  the  Savannah  River 
in  the  Old  96,  or  Granville  District,  S.  C.  Part  of  these  have  higher 
waters  in  Laurens  County,  which  was  cut  from  Granville,  which  was  taken 
from  Old  96.  William  Downs  received  150  a.  in  1772,  300  a.  and  800  a. 
in  1773,  500  a.  in  1774,  250  a.  in  1775.  This  800  a.  was  a  memorial 
in  Craven  County,  once  a  part  of  Laurens  County,  S.  C.,  on  Cherokee 
Creek  of  Broad  River,  certified  12-9-1774,  granted  1-6-1775,  verified 
in  Vol.  XIII,  page  526,  Colonial  Records  of  South  Carolina.  This  sec¬ 
tion  was  once  part  of  South  Carolina  and  the  records  are  interchange¬ 
able  until  aroimd  1780  when  the  Georgia  counties  were  formed.  "First 
Settlers  of  Upper  Georgia"  states  that  on  Nov.  8,  1773  William  Downs 
had  a  wife,  two  sons  and  three  daughters  from  8  years  to  6  months  of 
age,  and  had  350  a.  on  the  north  side  of  Little  River  and  lived  on  the 
north  side  of  Fishing  Creek  (in  Wilkes  Coimty,  later;  Wright sboro) . 

He  is  listed  as  a  surveyor  and  justice  on  page  144  of  that  same  book. 

In  the  same  book  he  is  listed  as  a  trustee  for  William  Queen,  Jonathan 
and  Henry  D.  Downs,  and  on  page  50  of  that  book  he  is  listed  as  paying 
4^  polls,  with  7  slaves,  1200  a.  in  Wilkes  County,  Ga.  and  575  a.  in 
Washington  County,  Ga. 

Letter  from  Leon  Hollingsworth,  Genealogist,  236  Greenwood  Circle, 
Decatur,  Ga.  of  9-30-1954^ 

"There  are  indeed  two  Beaverdam  Creeks  in  Laurens  County,  but 
insofar  as  early  historical  references  are  concerned  you  would  be 
authorized  to  forget  the  one  in  northern  Laurens  County  which  flows 
into  the  Ehoree  River.  This  section  was  much  later  settled,  after 
1820.  The  Beaverdam  on  which  you  should  concentrate  is  the  one  which 
rises  near  the  present  town  of  Maddens,  flows  easterly  through  a 
historic  section  Wiich  was  very  early  settled,  and  enpties  into  Little 
River  (Laurens  County)  about  two  miles  below  the  first  community 
settlement  in  Laurens  County,  old  Milton,  which  has  long  since  vanished. 
It  was  along  this  latter  Beaverdam  that  the  earliest  settlers  establish¬ 
ed  themselves.  The  lower  reaches  of  this  creek  appear,  however,  to 
have  been  malarial  and  the  early  settlers  did  not  tarry  too  long  there, 
but  began  an  exodus  northwestward  and  westward  to  higher  and  more  health¬ 
ful  lands.  Many  of  them  settled  southward  at  the  present  Clinton,  the 
area  which  comprises  old  Hxmtsville,  and  I  think  it  quite  conceivable 
that  Henry  and  Jane  Douglas  Downs  might  have  settled  this  area  and  may 
be  buried  in  that  section.  The  oldest  graves  in  this  area  are  to  be 
found  in  fields  or  woodland,  usually  private  burial  places,  and  not 
concentrated  in  the  churchyards.  I  have  found  several  very  old  graves 
in  this  section,  but  not  those  of  Downs,  unfortunately. 

"I  seem  to  get  a  deduction  from  your  statistics  that  Henry  and  Jane 
may  have  been  in  the  Huntsville  area  for  a  time.  Then,  if  he  was  the 
same  Henry,  Sr.  who  received  the  grant  of  400  acres  in  1763  on  Sawney 
Creek  (ny  note  -  he  was)  that  he,  like  his  restless  and  land-hungry 
contemporaries,  began  a  progressive  migration  westward.  I  see  from 
my  1825  map  of  Abbeville  District  by  Robert  Mills  that  Sawney  Creek 
is  a  tributary  of  Little  River  (Abbeville  Coimty),  and  not  of  Long  Cane 
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Creek  in  that  county.  The  current  map  of  Abbeville  Coianty  confirms 
this.  Sawney  Creek  rises  at  or  near  the  present  town  of  Calhoun  Falls, 
which  is  nearly  on  the  Georgia-Carolina  line  and  its  course  is  nowhere 
more  than  six  miles  from  the  Savannah  River,  the  State  line.  It  would 
appear  that  your  Henry  crossed  the  Savannah  and  settled  in  Georgia, 
which,  as  you  say,  was  then  a  part  of  South  Carolina  territory.  I 
have  unearthed  Saxons  and  Barksdales  who  intermarried  with  the  Downses 
in  Elbert  County,  Ga.  not  more  than  two  or  three  miles  from  the  river 
in  the  early  1800's." 

Notes  of  MMB,  written  in  letter  to  Hollingsworth  in  1954:  "A  recent 
trip  through  the  Old  96  District, later  the  Granville  District,  (then 
different  counties)  showed  two  Rock  Creeks,  two  Beaverdam  Creeks  in 

Laurens  County . Henry  Downs,  Sr.  and  Lady  Jane  Douglas  were  said 

to  have  been  buried  near  Hiantsville. . . .  Jack  Davis,  who  owns  the  sur¬ 
rounding  land  where  that  graveyard  is,  says  that  there  were  never 
■  Downs  graves  there.  That  was  on  the  east  side  of  the  coxinty,  so  that 
was  some  of  Miss  Griffin's  misinformation.  The  Downs  cemetery  was 
that  one  which  you  visited,  and  some  of  the  stones  have  been  reassemb¬ 
led  as  of  May  31^  1954?  there  being  three  markers: 

1.  "In  Memory  of  Jane  Downs,  Consort  of  Joseph  Downs, 
who  died  Feb.  7?  1G32,  age  83  years." 

2.  "Joseph  Downs,  who  died  Dec.  21,  1847?  age  81  years." 

3.  "William  F.  Downs,  who  was  born  the  10th  of  January, 

1787  and  died  the  15th  of  September,  1847." 

Two  earthquakes  of  great  intensity  and  time  have  destroyed  many  grave¬ 
stones  in  the  Carolinas. 

(8)  William  Downs  was  the  administrator  of  the  Richard  Belcher  Estate  in 
Charleston  in  1778,  just  after  he  had  resigned  his  commission  in  the 
army. 

(9)  In  1886  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina  had  a  list  of  officers 
of  colonial  times  prepared  by  General  Wilmot  De  Saussure.  Page  7  of 
that  book  has  the  name  of  William  Downs,  Officer,  appearing  with  the 
Second  Regiment  and  on  page  13  shows  that  the  Second  Regiment  was  a 
unit  in  the  Colonial  Army,  and  that  his  commissions  were  in  the 
Continental  Army.  It  states  that  he  was  in  command  of  the  regiment 
from  January,  1775  to  October,  1778.  This  book  can  be  secured  from 
the  President  Publishing  House,  Columbia,  S.  C. 

William  Downs  is  listed  in  the  journals  of  the  Provincial  Congress 
as  a  charter  member  of  the  Society  of  Cincinnati  in  South  Carolina, 
founded  in  Charleston,  and  he  is  listed  on  the  second  or  third  page 
of  that  book  as  "adjutant,  Second  Regiment,  Resigned  6  Oct.,  1778." 
This  book  is  on  file  in  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History,  South 
Carolina,  Columbia,  S.  C.  The  record  of  his  brother,  Joseph,  shows 
that  when  William  Downs  resigned  his  commission  it  was  conferred  upon 
Joseph. 

'As  adjutant,  William  Downs  was  on  the  staff  of  General  Horatio  Gates 
during  the  South  Carolina  canpaign. 
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(10)  "Georgia's  Roster  of  the  Revolution",  Georgia  Archives,  page  69,  lists 
William  Downs,  Esquire,  as  having  a  certificate  from  Col.  E.  Clarke 

of  2-2-1784  saying  he  was  entitled  to  250  a. 

"The  Cherokee  Land  Lottery"  by  Jas.  F.  Smith,  Harper  Bros,,  1838, page 
326,  lists  William  as  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  states  he  received 
a  grant  in  District  7,  Sec.  1,  Lot  249j  19th  District  of  Effingham 
County.  He  is  listed  on  page  380,  also.  Jonathan,  Ambrose  and 
Joseph  Downs  are  also  listed  in  this  same  volume  as  Revolutionary 
soldiers . 

(11)  Habersham  Chapter,  DAR,  Georgia,  Vol.  1,  page  6I,  says  William  Downs 
fought  in  the  Battle  of  Kettle  Creek  against  the  British. 

(12)  William  Downs  surveyed  land  for  Elizabeth  Kirk  June  2,  1777.  He 
was  assistant  judge  in  1790,  a  trustee  for  Hugh  Wilson  in  Wilkes 
County,  Ga.  in  1779  and  for  William  Queen  of  Franklin  County,  Ga., 
and  was  appraiser  for  William  Bonner  in  1795.  See  "Tax  Review  of 
Georgia,"  this  taking  the  place  of  the  1790  census.  "The  Story  of 
Wilkes  County,  Ga."  by  Miss  Eliza  A.  Bowen,  Continental  Book  Co,, 
Marietta,  Ga. ,  1950,  page  22,  lists  William  Downs  as  one  of  the 
three  justices  in  the  first  court  held  north  of  Augusta,  on  Aug.  25, 
1779^  which  was  assembled  by  order  of  the  executive  council  of 
Georgia.  Page  26  lists  William  Downs  as  a  justice  of  the  inferior 
court  who  assisted  at  the  meeting  of  the  superior  court  in  April, 

1780,  in  Washington,  Ga.  On  the  same  page  William  Downs  was  listed 
as  being  appointed  on  a  commission  to  lay  out  the  town  Jan.  23,  1780. 
Four  other  men  were  appointed,  also,  but  Washington  was  not  laid  out 
as  some  mistake  was  made  in  its  selection,  this  on  page  40. 

In  1780  Col.  William  Downs  administered  oaths  of  office  for  officers 
of  Wilkes  County. 

Deed  Book  CC,  State  of  Georgia,  shows  William  Downs  as  executor  for 
Orsham  Woodle  in  1783.  In  1778  (page  36)  he  was  a  justice  of  the 
court.  In  1782  he  was  tester  with  Stephen  Hogg  on  a  will.  He  is 
mentioned  Feb.  1,  1790  and  on  Jan.  13,  1790  took  oath  for  a  govern¬ 
ment  appointment . 

Same  book,  page  92,  shows  James  Hogg  of  Wilkes  County  deeded  land 
to  Richard  Beazley  of  Richmond  County,  which  was  200  a.  on  Rocky 
Creek  ordered  to  Hogg  by  William  Downs,  Sr.,  justice  of  Wilkes 
County,  in  1784,  the  date  of  the  deed,  which  was  recorded  on  page 
262,  being  Jan.  23,  1787. 

(13)  On  Oct.  28,  1778,  Col.  William  Downs  was  given  5j000  pounds  to  pur¬ 
chase  provisions  for  troops  of  Georgia. 

(14)  Feb.  12,  1780,  a  dedimus  was  issued  to  Col.  William  Downs  to  quali¬ 
fy  the  sheriff  and  other  officers. 

(15)  William  Downs  received  300  a.  in  Wilkes  County,  Ga.  from  the  Council 
of  the  Government  of  Georgia  Jan.  20,  1784.  He  received  300  a.  in 
Washington  County  July  12,  1784.  Dec.  9,  1784  Col.  William  Downs  was 
given  450  a.  in  Wilkes  County.  Dec.  15,1784  Col.  William  Downs  was 
given  575  a.  in  Burke  County.  Habersham  Chapter,  DAR,  Georgia,  Vol. 
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2,  page  688j  states  William  Downs  was  given  5,000  a,  in  Warren 
County,  Miss,  and  5,000  a.  in  the  Tennessee  River  Bend.  Also, 

5,000  a.  in  Holmes  County,  Miss,  for  his  work  on  the  surveying 
of  the  Tennessee  River.  The  Warren  County,  Miss,  grant  was  for 
his  revolutionary  service.  There  is  another  Wilkes  Coimty  grant 
listed  in  1783,  acreage  not  given. 

The  last  record  left  by  Col.  William  Downs  in  Wilkes  County,  Ga. 
was  in  1797.  In  1798  he  went  to  Tennessee  with  John  Sevier  to 
survey  the  great  bend  in  Tennessee. 

In  Feb.,  1784,  Col,  William  Downs  was  appointed  surveyor  of  the 
Tennessee  River.  Deed  Book  EE,  State  of  Georgia,  page  136,  shows 
as  of  Jan.  13,  1790,  William  Downs,  Stephen  Heard,  Henry  Candler, 

John  Gardner,  Daniel  Gaines,  Middleton  Woods,  William  Cox  and 
Thomas  Carr  became  associates  to  form  the  Tennessee  Company  with 
bonds  from  them  for  four  million  Spanish  milled  dollars  so  as  to 
dispose  of  their  holdings.  The  Tennessee  Land  Co.  was  organized  in 
Georgia  in  1789. 

William  Downs  died  in  Clarksville,  Tennessee  Jan.  12,  1802  and  is 
buried  near  Clarksville  -  Habersham  Chapter,  DAR,  Georgia  gives 
the  date  1803  for  his  burial. 

(16)  William  Downs  married  Phoebe  Hogg,  (Hogue,  Hague)  who  was  supposed 
to  have  been  a  Quaker  and  named  for  a  friend  of  her  mother's  from 
Pennsylvania.  She  was  alive  in  1773  (see  Note  7)  but  deceased  in 
1775  (see  note  8).  Their  marriage  took  place  before  1764  (see  note 
7  for  age  of  oldest  child) . 

Although  no  definite  data  on  her  parents  or  relatives  have  been 
found  so  far,  Hoggs,  Hogues  (spelled  interchangeably  in  some  places) 
were  to  be  found  during  that  time  in  North  Virginia  and  South  Caro¬ 
lina  and  Georgia.  James  Hogg  (see  note  12)  was  closely  associated 
with  William  Downs  in  Wilkes  County  as  was  Stephen  Hogg,  the  latter 
being  mentioned  in  1785  and  many  other  times.  There  are  many  Hogg 
and  Hogue  wills  on  file  in  Wilkes  County,  Ga.  and  a  T.  C.  Hogue  is 
mentioned  on  page  73  of  "The  Story  of  Wilkes  County,  Ga."  before 
quoted.  James  Hogg,  who  sold  the  200  a.  on  Broad  River  and  Creek 
recieved  from  William  Downs,  had  a  wife,  five  children  and  three 
sons-in-law  Sept.  30,  1773.  This  seems  the  more  likely  father  of 
Phoebe.  Stephen  Hogg  \>ras  in  Glocester  County,  Va.  in  1784,  was  a 
justice  of  peace  in  Wilkes  County,  Ga.  2-1-1790.  Zebulon  Hogue 
was  in  Monongalia  County,  Va,  in  1782. 

The  1790  census  of  South  Carolina  lists  two  James  and  two  William 
Hoggs  in  Beaufort  County;  John,  Mary,  James,  George  and  Thomas  Hogg 
in  Camden  County;  John  in  Edgefield  County;  Sarah  in  Laurens  County; 
Lewis  and  Thomas  in  Newberry  County;  and  Giddian,  Thomas  and  William 
in  Pendleton  County. 

William  Downs  could  have  married  in  Glocester  County,  Va.,  Anson 
County,  Va.  and  N.  C.,  Berkeley  County,  S.  C.,  or  Laurens  or  any 
other  county  of  the  Old  96,  of  which  we  have  so  many  counties  listed 
above  in  the  1790  census.  After  I764  he  was  not  in  any  of  those 
counties  as  a  resident  and  single,  only  as  a  resident. 

(17)  "A  Genealogy  of  Part  of  the  Barksdale  Family"  by  Sarah  Donelson  Hubert, 
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1895^  states  that  the  children  of  Henry  and  Jane  Douglas  Do-wns  were: 

1)  Henry,  who  married  Frances  Chewj  2)  William  "of  Georgia",  who 
married  Phoebe  Hague;  3)  Richard,  who  died  unmarried;  4)  Joshua,  vdio 
went  west  with  a  trading  party  and  was  slain  by  the  Indians; 

5)  Joseph,  who  married  Jane  Alexander;  6)  Jonathan,  who  married 
Sarah  Gary;  7)  George,  "of  Georgia",  who  married  Frances  Anderson; 

8)  Ambrose;  9)  Elizabeth,  who  married  a  Watts  in  Virginia;  lO) 
Elizabeth,  who  married  a  Crittenden. 

Although  Jonathan,  Hiram  and  George  are  given  as  children  of 
William  and  Phoebe  Hogg  Downs,  there  is  no  account  of  them  in  lat¬ 
ter  documents,  and  they  must  have  died  in  infancy.  Children  accounted 
for  are  listed  in  1832,  Hinds  County,  Miss.,  Drawer  70,  Case  189-a, 
a  suit  brought  by  the  children  of  Jane  Douglas  Downs  Jamison,  in 
which  it  is  stated  that  Zella  Ann  Alston,  Parkham  O'Neal  and  wife, 

Mary  Downs  Jamison,  Elizabeth  (Downs)  Horton,  Grancis  Griffin  and  wife 
(not  named,  but  this  was  undoubtedly  Polly),  Henry  Douglas  Downs  and 
Joseph  Downs,  as  well  as  the  Jamison  children,  as  being  heirs  of 
William  Downs,  deceased.  The  land  in  the  sioit  was  that  between  the 
Black  River  and  Vicksburg,  just  north  of  Natchez  given  to  William 
Downs  for  service  in  the  Revolution.  The  suit  was  won  by  the  Jamisons 
in  the  lower  courts  but  reversed  and  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States.  Henry  Downs  Jamison  was  too  old  to  continue  the  suit 
there. 

No  mention  is  made  in  this  document  of  Sarah  Downs,  who  married  her 
first  cousin,  William,  son  of  Henry  Downs,  Jr.  of  Mecklenburg  Comty, 

N.  C. 

(18)  South  Carolina  Book  RR,  page  248,  shows  that  on  1-10-1775  William 
Downs  and  William  Nesgitt  agreed  that  on  the  marriage  of  the  one  the 
other  shall  give  an  entertainment  exceeding  100  pounds  to  the  one 
marrying  first. 

Book  RR,  page  49E,  shows  that  William  Downs,  Thomas  Radcliffe,  Jr., 
William  Pruitt  and  Roy  Hudgins  had  a  joint  interest  in  a  lottery 
ticket . 

(19)  Although  the  family  Bible  is  missing  and  tombstones  have  been  de¬ 
stroyed  by  time  and  earthquake  both  in  Orange,  Va.  and  Laurens  County, 
S.  C.  (where  there  is  a  Downs  cemetery)  descent  from  William  Downs  is 
proven  by  a  lawsuit  brought  by  Henry  Downs  Jamison  of  Murfreesboro, 
Tenn.  against  Henry  Douglas  Downs  for  a  portion  of  a  10,000  acre 
plantation  near  Natchez. 

There  were  three  William  Downs  in  South  Carolina  around  1770. 

1)  Major  William  Downs  of  the  Camden  Militia,  British  Arny. 

He  died  during  the  war  and  his  wife,  Jane,  married  Major 
Gibbs  of  the  Royal  96th  Militia.  Notice  of  this  second 
marriage  appears  in  the  South  Carolina  Gazette  giving  the 
short  dossier  on  her  deceased  husband.  This  Downs  doubt¬ 
less  accounts  for  early  records  compiled  by  Mrs.  John  Lane 
Henry  (Cornelia  Jamison)  in  which  it  was  stated  that  our 
ancestor,  William,  married  a  Jane  (Douglas), 

2)  William  Downs,  who  came  as  an  immigrant  in  1767  with  his 
wife,  Mary,  and  three  children  (two  girls  and  one  boy)  to 
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get  land  in  the  colony  as  advertised  in  1759.  He  received 
a  grant  of  .300  acres  in  1768,  at  which  time  he  was  in  his 
twenties.  On  Sept.  26,  1782  he  sold  a  slave  to  Capt.  Philemon 
Waters,  in  whose  troop  he  was  a  private.  Although  a  carpenter 
by  trade,  this  William  was  a  seaman  and  was  captured  and  taken 
to  Plymouth,  England  for  incarceration.  He  evidently  returned 
to  South  Carolina  after  his  release,  but  he  was  dead  by  Dec. 
10,  1785  when  his  wife,  Mary,  agreed  to  the  sale  of  the  slave 
"of  her  late  husband,  William"  to  Capt.  Waters.  The  records 
did  not  state  from  what  part  of  England  this  William  came. 
Richard  Downs,  the  wealthy  merchant  of  South  Carolina  who 
died  in  1776,  was  from  Ludlow,  County  of  Salop,  Shropshire, 
and  listed  a  William  among  his  nephews  as  a  son  of  his 
brother,  John;  Robert  and  Ann  Downs,  children  of  Richard, 
shared  in  the  estate  of  Arthur  Downs.  Other  nephews  of 
Richard  Downs  were  Edward  and  Josiah,  also  sons  of  John; 
Richard,  son  of  Thomas;  John,  William  and  Thomas  Taylor, 
sons  of  a  sister,  Sarah  Downs  Taylor;  and  a  Richard  Downs  of 
London. 

3)  Our  William  Downs  who  was  born  in  Orange  County,  Va.  in  1730, 
and  died  in  Clarksville,  Tenn.  in  1802. 

(20)  The  Society  of  Cincinnati  was  organized  May  10,  1783  in  New  York. 
Membership  was  limited  to  officers  of  the  Continental  Army,  their 
eldest  male  descendants,  or  eldest  male  in  collateral  branches.  Wil¬ 
liam  Downs  was  a  charter  member  of  the  South  Carolina  Society.

HENRY  DOWNS,  JR. 

Henry  Downs,  Jr.  was  born  in  Orange  County,  Va.  in  172S.  "Virginia  Geneal- 
ogi^"  .by  Hayden,  page  672,  says  that  Frances,  third  child  of  Thomas  and 
Chew,  married  Henry  Downs,  Jr.  Details  of  his  life  in  Virginia 
may  be  found  in  references  to  his  father  and  to  his  Augusta  County,  Va. 
deeds,  etc.  In  that  county  he  was  a  deputy  sheriff,  serving  under  his 
father,  and  a  captain  of  the  militia. 

Of  his  record  in  the  South,  we  have  Henry  Downs,  Jr.  receiving  a  grant  of 
400  acres  on  Rocky  Creek  at  the  New  Fork  of  Long  Cane  in  I76O.  Dec.  23, 

1763  he  received  Grant  No.  17^  for  500  acres  on  the  east  side  of  the  Catawba 
River  in  Mecklenberg  County,  N.  C.  (Book  17,  page  S,  file  4218,  N.  C.).  On 
April  18,  1771  he  received  200  acres  on  Six  Mile  Creek,  Mecklenberg  County, 
Grant  710,  book  25,  page  149 j  file  2698.  On  Aug.  28,  1795,  he  received  Grant 
No,  1288  of  119  acres  on  the  waters  of  Four  Mile  Creek  in  Mecklenberg  County 
(Book  89,  page  20,  file  4212) .  In  his  will,  filed  in  1798,  he  deeded  each 
of  these  grants  to  members  of  his  family  and  his  signature  is  plainly  the 
same  as  the  signature  on  the  Mecklenberg  Declaration  of  Independence,  prov¬ 
ing  that  he,  and  not  his  father,  signed  that  dociiment. 

Children  born  to  Henry  and  Frances  Chew  Downs  were  Joseph,  Henry,  Thomas 
(ra.  a  Courtney),  William  (m.  his  cousin,  Sarah,  daughter  of  Col.  William 
Downs  of  Georgia),  Jane  (m.  John  Robinson  on  July  27,  1773)  and  Milly  (m. 
James  Brewster).  Henry  Downs,  Jr.  and  Frances  Chew  are  buried  in  Provi¬ 
dence  (Presbyterian)  Churchyard  about  12  miles  from  Charlotte,  N.  C.  It 
is  a  double  grave  and  is  marked  "Henry  Downs  who  died  Oct.  8,  1798,  age 
70  years;  Frances  Downs  who  died  Oct.  4,  1784,  age  54  years."  A  marker 
by  the  Signers  Chapter,  DAR,  stating  that  he  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the 
declaration,  is  placed  there.

AMBROSE  DOWNS 

Reportedly  the  fourth  son,  or  child,  of  Henry  and  Jane  Douglas  Downs. 

There  is  much  conflicting  information  here,  and  one  would  suspect  that 
this  man  is  confused  with  one  of  his  nephews,  who  would  have  been  almost 
his  age.  One  record  says  that  Ambrose  Downs  m.  Elizabeth  McCoy  in  Rich¬ 
mond  County,  Ga.  Aug.  2,  I8O6.  This  must  have  been  the  nephew.  The 
Habersham  Chapter,  DAR,  Ga.,  gives  the  information  that  Ambrose  Downs  died 
in  I8I3  being  then  97  years  of  age,  and  that  he  was  buried  at  Snyder's 
Bluff,  La.  This  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  dates  of  the  family,  as  it 
would  have  made  Ambrose  born  in  I716. 

Another  record  says  that  he  was  born  in  Richmond,  Ga.  about  I76I.  He  and 
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his  -wife,  Sabra,  deeded  land  or  slaves  in  1789  in  Franklin  County,  Ga.  He 
was  given  a  grant  in  Georgia  in  Wilkes  Comity  in  1784. 

Another  record  states  that  he  was  born  in  Scotland  in  1715  and  died  in 
1813j  that  he  left  Aberdeen  and  took  a  lieutenant's  conmission  in  the 
British  Navy  and  was  at  Quebec  when  it  surrendered  to  the  English  in  1759. 
After  the  war  he  resigned  his  commission,  served  as  a  physician  in  Charles¬ 
ton,  S.  C.  and  married  Sybel  Perkins,  daughter  of  Dr.  Joshua  Perkins.  He 
later  returned  to  Scotland  and  received  a  portion  of  his  grandfather's 
estate,  becoming  Baron  of  Douglas.

JONATHAN  D01#IS 

The  third  son  of  Henry  and  Jane  Douglas  Downs  was  born  in  Orange  County, 

Va.  in  1732.  Some  place  he  is  listed  as  the  6th  son.  He  married  Sarah  Gary 
in  1752.  Their  children  were  Willian  Fayette  (m.  Clarissa  Saxon),  Jane  (m. 
Benjamin  Byrd),  Milly  (m.  Lydall  Allenn),  Frances  (m.  Judge  William  Kelly, 
member  of  Congress  from  Georgia),  Phoebe  (m.  James  Brewster),  Louisa  (m.  Dr. 
John  Brewster,  brother  of  James).  One  Jonathan  Downs  married  Margaret 
Putnam  May  10,  1813  but  he  has  not  been  identified.  (Habersham  Chapter, 

DAR,  Ga.,  page  72,  73^  confirms  this.) 

Jonathan  distinguished  himself  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  serving  as  a 
delegate  to  the  South  Carolina  convention,  etc.,  was  a  justice  of  the  peace 
in  Laurens  County,  a  coiinty  which  he  could  have  named  for  himself  but  chose 
instead  to  call  after  his  good  friend,  Gen.  Laurens.  He  is  listed  as  an 
eligible  ancestor  by  the  Colonial  Dames  of  South  Carolina. 

Jonathan  Downs  received  300  acres  of  land  in  V/ilkes  County,  Ga.  from  the 
Government  of  Georgia  in  council  Jan.  20,  1784.  He  was  a  major  in  the 
Revolution  and  was  listed  as  besieged  at  Saluda.  (Tax  Review  of  the  State 
of  Georgia).  He  served  under  Gen.  Laurens.  According  to  the  Laurensville, 
S.  C.  HERALD,  he  and  his  brother,  Joseph,  helped  make  the  laws  of  South 
Carolina. 

William  Fayette  Downs  was  born  Jan.  10,  1787  and  died  Sept.  15,  1847  and  is 
buried  in  the  Downs  cemetery  at  Laurens.  He  married  Clarissa  Saxon,  b.  Dec. 
19,  1787  and  d.  April  14,  1859,  in  1811.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Capt. 

Lewis  Saxon  (son  of  Charles  and  Betty  Lewis  Saxon)  and  Sarah  (Sally)  Kent 
Allen,  daughter  of  Charles  and  Lucy  Bacon  Allen.  They  reared  their  family 
in  Laurens  and  died  there.  Their  children  were;  Phoebe  M.  (m.  1831, 

William  Robertson  Farley),  Mary  Grace  (m.  Henry  W.  Sullivan),  Susan  Tabitha 
(m.  William  Henry  Griffin),  and  Sophia  Carolina,  (m.  Thomas  J.  Downs,  her 
cousin.  Sept.  25,  1845  in  Laurens). 

Mary  Grace  Sullivan  died  in  Rome,  Georgia  in  1898  while  living  with  a 
nephew  of  her  husband,  James  Sullivan,  304  Second  Avenue. 

Phoebe  Farley's  children  were  Henry  Saxon  of  Sing  Sing,  N.  Y.,  Mary  (m. 

Ford  Todd  of  Laurens,  S.  C.),  Hugh  LeGare  and  Lyal  Elmore,  who  was  still 
living  in  the  old  Farley  homestead  in  Spartenburg,  S.  C.  in  1901. 
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Susan  Griffin  moved  to  Houston,  Texas  in  1859  arid  had  Thomas  and  Louise 
(both  living  in  California  when  last  heard  from),  Henry  of  New  York,  Sophie 
(m.  M.  H.  Boskins)  and  Sallie  S.,  unmarried  and  died  in  Dallas  at  home  of 
a  niece.  THIS  IS  WHERE  AUNT  NEELIE  GOT  HER  INFORMTION,  NO  DOUBT. 

Sophie  Downs  had  Samuel  Laurens,  who  died  of  yellow  fever  in  Holly  Springs, 
Miss.,  at  the  age  of  28  years,  Henry,  Oscar,  Thomas,  Fitzhugh  (\dio  were 
still  living  with  their  mother  in  Webberville,  Texas  in  1898,  Jane  Douglas, 
who  died  at  age  of  10,  and  four  daughters.  Henry  died  at  the  age  of  3 
(must  have  had  two  sons  named  Henry).  See  Vol.  Ill,  Joseph  Hoberton  Chap¬ 
ter,  DAR  Historical  Collection,  Atlanta  Constitution,  Mrs.  Lawson  Peel, 
Editor,  page  3^  Logan  Manuscript. 

THE  CAROLINA  SPARTIN  of  1885  says  of  Mrs.  P.  H.  Brewster's  death:  "This 
venerable  lady  . .  was  born  in  Laurens  County  in  1781  and  died  in  her  94th 
year.  She  was  a  sister  of  Col.  William  F.  Downs  and  daughter  of  Major  Jona¬ 
than  Downs  . .  Henry  Downs,  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Mecklenberg  Declaration 
of  Independence  was  a  brother  of  her  father,  Jonathan  Downs.  They  were  the 
sons  of  Henry  Downs,  a  captain  in  the  English  Navy  and  who  is  said  to  have 
married  Jane  Douglas,  a  lineal  descendant  of  the  Douglases  of  Scotland.  Her 
mother  was  a  Gary  of  the  same  stock  from  which  Gen.  W.  M.  Gary  sprang  .... 
Among  her  relatives  are  the  Barksdales,  Byrds,  of  Laurens  County,  the 
Farleys  of  Spartenburg . "

JOSEPH  DOWNS 

Son  of  Henry  Downs  and  Jane  Douglas.  He  married  Jane  Alexander,  daughter 
of  Abram  Alexander  of  Mecklenburg,  N.  C.,  who  was  president  of  the  Mecklen¬ 
burg  Convention  of  1775.  He  helped  Jonathan  write  the  laws  of  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  was  a  justice  of  peace  of  Laurens  County,  and  is  listed  by  the 
Colonial  Dames  of  South  Carolina  as  an  eligible  ancestor. 

The  1790  census  of  Laurens  County,  S.  C.  lists  only  two  persons  with 
"esquire"  after  their  names  -  Jonathan  and  Joseph  Downs. 

Joseph  and  Jane  married  May  1,  I769.  They  moved  to  Laurens  County,  S.  C. 
in  1783.  He  assisted  in  organizing  the  District  of  Laurens  and  is  buried 
near  his  home  on  Rabon  Creek. 

Their  children  were:  William,  b.  March  23,  1770,  died  young;  Joshua,  b. 
Aug.  14,  1772,  settled  at  Natchez  and  died  there  in  1811;  Sarah,  b.  Aug.  2, 
1776,  m.  David  Gary;  Jane,  b.  Dec.  14,  1778,  died  yoimg;  Arabella,  b.  April 
7,  I7S2,  m.  James  Lewis,  lived  and  died  in  Autauga  County,  Ala.;  Nancy,  b. 
April  11,  1787,  married  Allen  Barksdale;  Jonathan,  b.  Dec.  25,  1790;  d.s.p. 
in  Mississippi;  Mary  Saxon,  b.  July  24,  1793,  ni.  Albert  Alexander,  lived 
and  died  in  Alabama;  Rebecca,  b.  March  20,  1794,  married  George  Alexander, 
d.  in  Mississippi  after  1857. 

These  records,  as  well  as  those  of  the  Jonathan  Downs  family,  cane  from 
the  Byrd  Family  Bible  in  the  possession  of  a  B3n:'d  descendant  at  Laurens, 

S.  C.  via  Leon  S,  Hollingsworth,  256  Greenwood  Circle,  Decatur,  Ga. 
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"A  Genealogy  of  Part  of  the  Barksdale  Family"  by  Sarah  Donelson  Hubert, 
1895,  gives  the  children  of  Nancy  Downs  and  Allen  Barksdale  as: 

1.  Rebecca,  bom- 1810 j  died  near  Selma,  Ala.  1893.  She  imrried  Wade  H. 
Griffin .  There  were  two  sons  and  two  daughters  of  this  marriage  (only 
one  is  named-;  Mrs.  E.  C.  Collins,  of  Orrville,  Ala. 

2.  Samuel,  born  1812 j  died  1868;  married  Nancy  Arnold  1839.  Their  chil¬ 
dren: 

1.  Mary  Rebecca,  born  1840,  married  John  Young.  Lives  in  Lindale 
Texas . 

2.  Anna  Eliza,  born  1841,  married  Alexander  M.  Oden,  of  Arcadia, 
La.

In  others  he  married  Mary  Napier  of  Savannah  (which  is  correct) 
and  their  eldest  son,  Alfred  Claiborne,  m.  liary  Jane  Robinson,  whose  son, 
James  Robinson  Downs,  m.  Letitia  Vick  of  Vicksburg  and  their  children 
live  in  Tennessee.  Claiborne  in  his  "History  of  Mississippi"  says  that 
Henry  Douglas  Downs  was  "from  a  family  whose  influence  long  swayed  that 
county." 

An  old  letter,  dated  Oct.  1814,  from  Camp  Cut-Off,  Miss.  Territory,  from 
S.  H.  Downs  to  his  brother,  Henry  Douglas  Downs,  tells  of  going  to  Flori¬ 
da  to  fight.

The  Right  Rev.  Henry  Do’.^nles,  Doctor  of  Divinity  of  London  in  1686.  Elizabeth 
Leigh,  his  niece,  and  mother  of  Col.  lA/hite,  received  from  him  the  Bishop  of 
Glouchester ' s  Exposition  of  the  Catechism  of  the  Church  of  England,  London, 
in  the  year  1686.  Henry  Downes  matriculated  at  Oxford  New  College,  Aug. 

30,  1686  at  the  age  of  19 J  he  was  rector  of  Brington  Coimty,  Northampton 
in  1699;  Bishop  of  Killala,  Ireland  in  1717;  of  Elphin  in  1720;  of  Meath  in 
1724;  of  Derry  in  1727*  He  died  Jan.  14,  1734/5  and  was  buried  at  St. 

Mary ' s ,  Dublin . 

The  Richard  Downs  so  prominent  in  Charleston,  S.  C.  is  not  the  Richard  of 
our  family  as  our  Richard  is  supposed  to  have  died  young,  or  unmarried.  The 
Richard  of  Charleston  had  a  daughter,  Anne,  and  left  money  to  nephews  in 
England,  the  sons  of  his  sister,  etc.  His  estate  was  "taken"  for  50,000 
pounds  sterling  during  the  Revolution  and  as  there  was  a  Richard  in  our 
line  no  doubt  the  two  were  so  confused  as  to  bring  about  the  misconception 
that  it  was  our  family,  thus  giving.  Actually,  there  was  some  connection 
between  Richard  and  our  Col.  William  Downs,  but  unless  our  records  are  wrong 
in  stating  that  our  Richard  never  married,  it  was  not  a  relationship  but 
friendship  between  the  two  men.  Relationship  may  have  been  distant,  however. 

The  facts  on  Henry  Downs  Jamison  have  been  kept  to  a  minimum  in  this 
booklet  as  it  was  felt  that  his  story  belonged  in  that  of  the  Jamison 
Family.  It  should  be  noted  that  in  addition  to  his  children  by  his 
first  wife,  Elizabeth  Batey,  who  was  born  in  Virginia  in  1803  and  whom 
he  married  in  Rutherford  County,  Tenn.  Jan.  26,  1819^  he  had  ten  chil¬ 
dren  by  his  second  wife,  Sarah  Vfoodlief  Thomas:  Susan  Cornelia,  known 
as  Neelie,  b.  7-6-1836;  Robert  David,  b.  4-13-1^38;  Sallie  Ganoway, 
b.  5-8-1840;  Louisa  Batey,  b.  6-9-1842;  Clarke  Moulton,  b.  9-5-1844; 

James  Henry,  b.  9-12-1846;  Margaret  Olivia,  b.  2-20-1849;  Samuel  Thomas,

Elizabeth  Batey  was  the  daughter  of  Capt .  William  Batey  (Beatty)  and 
Bass  of  Brunswick  County,  Va.  Sarah  Woodlief  Thomas  was  the 
daughter  of  William  Thomas  of  Nassoway  County,  Va.  and  Eliza  Bass  of  Bruns¬ 
wick  County,  Va.
